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Source states that on or about 26 August I9$h, a Soviet Officer with 
tho rank of Major drove up to her house 1 b a motorcycle side-car and ae&ed 
for a ro<si* Source told the Major that she had nothing at that time but 
that sho s expected one of the three officers at her homo, two lieutenants 
and a surgeon, to leave in a few days and that the Major could cone back 
then. 

The face of the Major seemed a familiar one to the Source but 8he 
could not place it. The Major asked Source about her husband and children. 
From the manner in which the Major put his questions and from the questions 
themselves. Source deduced that tho Major was not merely another Soviet 
Major but one who knew quite a lot about her family. Tho Major left her 
houec stating that he would return but he did not-* 

At that time, Auguat-Septeaber 195b, the Soviet Army was holding 
maneuvers in the NWOGiiGDEX province. Source states that more military 
units with heavy equipment passed through HCVOQRODac than had. passed 
through during ’*‘orld War H. (AEPRIKT-H/l states this may probably have 
been the result of the uprisings in Germany in 1953, at which time Soviet 
units from Byelorussia and the Ukraine were moved into Hast Germany. 

Quite possibly the units going into h’GffOGHGDEK were to replace those 
moved into East Germany). 

Source states that she heard rumors in the city of NCYOGRCDEK and 
more especially she heard the officers living in her home say that 
American parachutists had wounded tbs Commando p~ln-Chlef of the maneuvers, 
Marshal TIHOSHEKKO, killed several high ranking Soviet officers, and 
wounded many more. These killings occurred two days after the visit of 
the Major to Source's home. It had been discovered that one of the persons 
involved in the shooting (AFFRiMEryi says "of the Army Headquarters 
Comand Post") was a Soviet Major. An order was Issued by the Soviet 
Military authorities that every Soviet Major was to be arrested and 
thoroughly investigated. This caused a panic among all the Soviet officers 
in the NCtfOGflCDFK province. All Soviet officers became auspicious. 

Source states that she herself saw Marshal TIMOSHENKO when be was brought 
to the hospital in NOVOGRODrK. He was heavily guarded and the city was 
: heavily patrolled. 

In fall of 195bi sometime after the shooting. Source hired a 
carpenter to repair several windows in her hone. During the course of 
conversation the carpenter identified himself as being the uncle of the 
Soviet Major who had visited her. (AEPHIME^/l states that. Source was . 1. 
able, at" this point, to recall C J because both he aiwl AEPRIMER/l 

had attended school in H070GRCDEK together and both had visited Source's 
home many times). Source recalled the visit of Q, ^ and became 

cognizant of what up to this time she had only suspected - that the Soviet 
Major was one of the "American pa rachutists". 
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The carpenter confirmed the story Source had heard previously fro* the 
Soviet officers In her hone and told her further that C. J had 

been executed. Later a local festal e teacher who had been in rove with 
^ visited Source and told Source that C__ -3 had been 

laying in NOVGGRCDEK for aone time. A friend of the Source vlio had been 
in BAiUHCATICHI at the tine of the process and. execution of c: O 

told Source of the process and execution of LL J- O ^ 

arose at the process and instead of confessing said, "you will kill aw, 
but the people will rise up and liberate themselves frow Ceramist slavery, 

I die but in my place will cocne thousands 11 . When was being 

conducted through the streets of BARANCVICKI to his execution he shouted 
such slogans as "Long live a free Byelorussia" and "Death to Bolshevism 0 .

The officers who lived in Source's home often talked about C— 
and the other nan who surrendered himself to the MtfD, and who was pardoned ^

When Source was asked by AEFRIMER/l if she knew the Identity of the nan 
who had surrendered she could not remember it, however, when the name was 
mentioned by AEHUMEVl she recalled it as being the name of the man who 
had given up to the KVD. 

Source knew nothing more about the . . . . *1 She had read none 

of the account as published in the Sqviet Korns pools kaya Pravda. Source 
says that friends told her that they had read accounts in 1556 of another 
group of parachutists that had been captured. Source is convinced this 
must have been a different group and not the H It first the 

feeling within the small circle of Source's friends in Byelorussia wsa 
negative towards the Americans for sending men to their certain death. 

The feeling was the sane after people read the accounts in Komsomols kaya 
Pravda. This was a first feeling, later after thought, a feeling of 
friendship and understanding combined with pride was felt towards the 
Americans and people who fight for freedom and liberation , and a hatred 
toward C onanists. 



Source states another incident which may hive been the work of the 
f ^ She overheard the officers living in her house speak of 

a case of poisoning which occurred in the Spring of l?5b, in the Soviet 
military barracks, three kilometers from HOTOGRQDEK near the village of 
SKRZDLE?0. Many Soviet soldiers died from eating food which had been 
poisoned in one of the cooking cauldrons. Investigation disclosed that 
the poison used must have been American since non of that type is produced 
in the USSR. (Tbe^ — — ^ have been the "L q tablets which were 
carried in by the C

Source says that the people of NCW0GRCD3C, in general, listen to 
broadcasts from the West. Mo many Byelorussian* own good radio receivers. 

Some hove had special radio receivers built for then with which they can 
use antemae that are hung down inside of veils rather than strung out In 
the open. Those persons who hove receivers pass the new* they hear on to 
friends who do not have receivers and in this Banner alnoet all of the 
population becomes cognisant. 

Listening to Western broadcasts is a political crlne and punishable 
by imprisonment. Therefore, persons who wish to hear Western broadcasts 
own two radio receivers - one is known officially to eve xy one, the other 
maintained secretly. There is at least one such clandestine receiver In 
every village. There are many more clandestine receivers in cities. 

Soviet jamaing is abeut 5055 effective. At times reception is very 
clear and at other times j earned to illegibility. 

Source could identify only Voice of America. Regardless of the radio 
which is broadcasting people call it the Voice of America, or in general 
they say "the American radio said this or that 11 . 

Source heard only broadcasts in the Russian language. Her frlonda 
hove heard broadcasts in addition, in Polish, Byelorussian and Czechoslovakian. 
The program most liked by the Source was a religious one given on Easter 
Holyday. 

Source states that people would like best to have the broadcasts in 
the Byelorussian language sins then they could understand the content 
better. At the present, programs in the Byelorussian language are 
presented but rarely and never over Voice of America. Some people are 
angry at the Americans far this saying like the Poles before and the 
Russians now, the Americans also consider the Byelorussians to be unimportant. 

Listening to Western broadcasts was very popular after the death of 
Stalin because of relaxation of political controls. This lasted only till 
the uprising in Bhngary. During the time of the Hungarian revolution and 
for some time after there was a great deal of excitement and agitation in 
Byelorussia and expectation that at last something would happen. That the 
Americans would help the Hungarians and other nations to liberate themselves 
and cause the destruction of Coaramiom. Nothing of the sort occurred and 
the people became disappointed and angry at the Americans for giving up 
so easily. People said, generally, that the Americans do not want to 
fight Coaemmism and naturally they will not help the Byelorussians to 
reestablish our ijtfependence . Because of this disappointment and out of 
fear of discovery and punishment many people destroyed their clandestine 
receivers . 

Source told of an incident involving a Clark in the Post Office in 
W5I5XUB (l2Xm fron MCtfOGRCCEK) who was in charge of the central receiver 
which is connected to all the loudspeakers in private horns 3. Che night 
the clerk listened to the Voice of America and neglected to disconnect

Source states that In general the Byelorussian people are jnizant 
of the national persecution directed by the Russians. They are full of 
hatred towards the Russians because of this and because all the decrees 
on national and local level com Iron Russians, the Russians hold all 
executive and other Important posts in the administration beginning 
from the lowest one to the KXSIELE7 (sic). This Is so in all branches and 
departments of the administration , in comae rcial and industrial establish- 
ments, schools, the oilitia, etc. With the exception of informers all 
the personnel with the WO are Russians • As a result everyone sees and 
feels that bo Is living under foreign occupation, propaganda to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

Source says that In the event of war there will be an uprising 
against the Russians in which all Byelorussians will participate. Those 
who will especially participate will be the peasants who hate the 
kolkhozes. There will be many leaders because Source knows that many 
Arrqr officers are against the regime, even though they themselves are 
Russians. 

The Byelorussians expected and expect to gain their independence. 

They hoped to have some autonomy after the Potsdam Conference, which 
permitted the admission of Byelorussians to the United Nations, but 
nothing happened. 

The Byelorussians have continuously expected the move for liberation 
to cone fToa the West, particularly from America, but the retreat shown 
in the "cold war 0 has caused people to dembt that liberation will cone 
soon. 

At the NOVOGRCCEK high school eons students repatriated from Germany 
organized a secret organization. They obtained weapons and practised 
with them intending to use them in an uprising. They were discovered 
by the MVD Vad all were sentenced to 10 years imprisonment. This was in 
19U5« Seme of these have been released and have returned to NCffOGRCDSK. 
Source* s husband told Source that when he was in prison In BARANOVICHI 
(19h6-195U) he and sons other prisoners were being taken out en work 
details one day. While they were being walked to work they passed by sn 
ares used for training pilots. The pilots noticing the prisoners broke 
ranks and ran to them. Seeing the age of the prisoners and their 
condition the: student pilots began to Insult the MVD guards, asking them 
if they could not fled more decent jobs for the prisoners etc. and 
precision to the prisoners that soon the day would come when accounts 
would be settled. 

In general, yonag people do not want to go into Army service. They 
always try to avoid it, sone even preferring to become deseirter*. Today 
conscripts are not called up by written notice, but instead, police come 
to the draftee* s hone and escort him to the military barracks. The same 
p roc ec dure is followed when reservists are recalled for reserve training. 







Whan Source was leaving HOTOGRCDEK (1567) she visited aaay friends to 
say geod-hye. These people knew she Intended to go on farther to Anerlee. 
She was told , "Ten go to President Eisenhower and tell hia shout everything 
eng toil hla that he should not deal with the C p remi a to, hut destroy then 
as soon as possible, heesuse waiting too long nay he too late sad iaerlea 
night he deetreyed Instead". 
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- 0 . 0 \ In 1939 population was approximately 12,00. Population as of 1957 is 
approximately 10,000. 

R0V00RCDKK has been rebuilt quite a bit* Electricity is supplied by 
• i- a p ow er station at BARAWCVICRI (60 Km free HOVGGRCDEK) without restriction. 

In 19U6, Soviets began to install a sever ays tea in the city. The 
Klakisvlob House-museum has been rebuilt. A big new hotel has been built 
for tourists, mostly those frora POLAND. In the center of the city the 
Soviets h aro erected a "memorial board” (probably a war memorial). 

NCVOCRCDEFC has two restaurants, four factories and a brewery. Among the 
factories there is a furniture factory, a sweater factory and a cannery. 

There are several schools, two high schools, one Russian and one Byelorussian. 
A Teacher’s School ( Peduchiliahche ) and a Mechanical School for t rac torts ta 
and tankists. 

Two Orthodox Churches are open. All people worship. Eves military 
personnel attend. Of two Catholic churches, one Is open and one is used 
for storage. Generally, the people support the Priests very well, so 
veil, in fact, that they do not knew what to do with the donations. 

Transportation in the city is good. Trolley buses hare been 
introduced. There is regular bus service between the city and other toms. 

The Rayon (regional) offices are located in the YOJZVTCDSTVO Building. 

The Passport Office is located in the city jail. 

Persons convicted of crimes are taken to the jail in BARANOVICHI. 

There la only a detention house in NCffCGRCDEX, cn BZILIANSKI Street. 

A Mechanical School now occupies the Palace of Justice* 

The MVD and the Militia are housed on SLONIMSEI Street between the 
VOJEVCDSTYO Building and the closed Catholic Church. 

There are sons automobiles in the city but they belong to the MVD, 
the military and the administration. 

There is one movie house and one ball for dances mod meetings. 

Military barracks are located 3 ka frora NCYCK3RCOSK near the village 
of SKKTDLEVO. There are many units based there, sane commanded by 
Generals. Until 1956, serried officers were allowed to live in the city. 
(Source always had several in her hone). Since 1956, h&srever, no 
military personnel are allowed to live in the city. At present married 
officers live in houses near the military barracks near 3XRTDLEVQ, There 
are 26 of these houses.

Source was asked several tinea about BORIS RAGULA ax* NINA RAGULA 
(Boris’s cousin). The HVD once asked Source to go to POLAND to attempt 
to locate NINA RAGULA. They offered a great deal of money and an 
escort* Source refused saying she was too old and too stupid an old 
woman to do that werk. In her place a Hr* JOSEPH HUKO was sent to 
POLAND* He, however, could not find NBU RAGULA. Hr* BUK.0 was a 
Sergeant is the 65th Battallion stationed in NQVOOHOOrK during the war* 
Be was supposedly lost in an ambush between NOVOGRCDEK and WSIELUB In 
19U** According to Source he Is alive and working for the MVD. 

In the fall of 1957, the HVD called on the wife of Source's eldest 
son to ssk her about Source's other son In the United States* The wife 
could give then no inf creation about her brother-in-lav. The K7D 
however, told her that they were aware of his enlgree activities, that 
he was present at a Congress of the Byelorussian American Association and

Source states that a few months before Lavrenti* Beria was 
arrested he issued an order to all landlords and superintendents of 
state houses to register all tenants who case from other Soviet 
Republics, especially those from Russia, because their posts would be 
filled Byelorussians. The Russians who had good administrative 
positions became panicky and were filled with concern as to what this 
was all about and what they would do when they returned. Nothing 
came of this aa Beria was arrested and executed before the order could 
be pvt into effect*

Source states that there vac In actuality a Jewish Doctors 
Plot* Because after tho arrest of the eleven doctors, mostly Jewish 
all drugstores remained closed for two weeks. In HCVOCRCDEK, the 
two drugstores remained closed for that period daring which tine all 
medicines were checked and finalized. When this was accomplished the 
stores were re-ope n ed* 
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
